delayed operations. The cross-lines were the 


most difficult to keep unobstructed. In many 
instances extra horses had to be put on. 

“It is by far the worst storm we have had 
this winter, said the Superintendent of the 
road last night. As yet we have not suffered 
from an absolute stoppage on any ot our 
lines, but, of course, all of our trains are more 
or less delayed. 

On the West Side the cable lines had twenty- 
one snow plows and fifteen sweepers in opera- 
tion. Fifteen salters were sent out to keep the 
switches and curves open. All the cable trains 
were started on time and kept running as reg- 
ularly as possible. Many of the horse cars, 
however, were taken off and the teams were 
doubled up on the remaining cars. A force of 
men was kept at the Washington tunnel 
approaches and at many of the im por- 
tant crossmgs, Mr. Crawford said last night 
that, while it was the worst storm of the year, 
he thought there would be no trouble in keep- 
ing the trains running. 

Similar measures were adopted on the 


North Side. Snow plows and sweepers were 


kept busy all night, and a force of thirty men 


Was sent out with shovels. No blockades oc- 


curred, though in many instances it was with 
difficulty that the trains made their trips. 
Much Trouble in the Southwest Side. 
Archer avenue transportation was seriously 
and unpleasantly inconvenienced and retarded 
by the heaps and drifts of snow. The cars 
were delayed at the Rock Island crossing by 
the closing of the gates and again at the Fort 
Wayne crossing at Stewart avenue. At the 
latter crossing a delay of half an hour was oc-

It was due at the 
Union Depot at 9:30 p. m., but on account of 
the heavy snow it was almost three hours late 
on its arrival here.

Many Large Drifts at Jackson Park.

At 
the time of the recent cold snap each one of 
these spouts had a hole cut at the bottom, 
where steam was introduced to thaw out the 
ice. Yesterday the wind’ blew the snow 150 
feet down the pipes and out on the floor. It 
poured: out something like a stream of flour 
and was blown in heaps three and four feet 
away from the pipe. 

In the Manufactures Building, where there 
are large ventilating windows along the roof 
line, the snow blewin in such volume as to 
cover the floor and make it look little differ- 
ent than the ground outside. The gale of 
wind was so strong that the workmen on the 
exterior of the buildings gave up the conflict 
early and went home: Their quitting did not, 
however, interfere with the general progress, 
since there are but three buildings on which 
much outside work is being done. 


HEAVY SNOWS AND BIG RAINS, 


Precipitation of Moisture in One Form or 
the Other in Many States. 

Broomixetos, LiL, Feb. 17.—[Special.]— 
The heaviest snow-storm of this winter and 
for several winters past prevailed here today, 
a foot of snow falling. The street car system 
is paralyzed and the railroad trains delayed. 

Quincy, III., Feb. 17.—The heaviest snow- 
storm known here for twenty years set in this 
morning and raged for ten hours. The snow- 
is over a foot deep on the level. 

VIRGINIA. III., Feb. 17.— Special.] — The re- 
cent wet weather causes grave apprehension 
for an overflow on Sangamon bottom. The 
Sangamon River is rising rapidly and traffic 
on the Springville and Havana branch of the 
Jacksonville and Southeastern railway is 
entirely suspended on account of the high 
water. 

Evansviz.tx, Ind., Feb. 17.—[Special. |—The 
recent rains have been general along the 
tributaries emptymg into the Lower Ohio, 
causing a rapid rise. The most alarming 
news comes from the Wabash River, where 
the ice gorges are letting go and are causing 
great damage to property.

Younastown, O., Feb. 17.—[ Special. ]—Rob- | 


ert L. Walker, banker, capitalist, and manu- 
facturer, made an assignment today to Hal 
K. Taylor, and it is probable the failure will 
carry Gov. McKinley down, the wreck leaving 
him without a dollar. A judgment for $5,050 
was entered in eourt today against Walker and 
the Youngstown Stamping company, of which 
he is President, and a levy made on the plant. 
Walker at once executed mortgages on a farm 
and his homestead to partially protect Gov. 
MeKmley and Thomas Guy, who were in- 
dorsers on his paper for large amounts. 

When he ascertained that financial ruin wan 
certain Walker made his assignment, and on 
application of the creditors W. C. Hine was 
appointed receiver of the Youngstown, Stamp- 
ing company. Walker had engaged in num- 
erous enterprises, including the stamping 
works, Girard stove works; coal mines at Sa- 
lineville and West Newton, Pa., and made 


other investments, requiring a large outlay of 


money that exhausted his own resources and 
did not prove productive. 
McKinley Trusted His Friend. 

Gov. McKinley and Walker have been close 
personal friends from boyhood, and when. 
Walker desired his gignature on negotiable 
paper it was freely given, the Governor hav- 

the utmost confidence in his friend, and 
ing that he was solvent. Gov. McKin- 
ley arrived here today and is trying to ascer- 


‘tain the extent of his liability as indorser. If 


not too large an amount he will make an ef- 
fort to take cate of it, otherwise he will be 
bankrupt. —* 

The Governor expected to speak at the ban- 
quel of the Ohio Society in New York tomor- 
row evening, but has. decided to remain here 
and ascertain if possible where he stands. 

Walker is Presideat of the Farmers’ Na- 
tional Bank of Poland and the Girard Savings 
Bank. .

The House took up the Fowler bill against 
the protest of the Committee on Education, 
the members of which felt that a slur or slight 
had been cast upon them by the action of a 
majority of the members of the House.

SUPT, RAAB’S ANNUAL REPORT. 


It Touches Only Lightly on the Subject of 
Compulsory Education. 
Sprinarretp, III., Feb. 17.—[Special. ]—if 
there was any expectation that Henry Raab 
would offer any valuable suggestions upon the 
subject of compulsory education in bis report 
to the Goveruor it will meet with Aisappoint- 
ment, The nineteenth biennial report of the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction is just 
from the press of the State Priater, and just 
one page in the 366 it contains is all that the 
Superintendent has to say upon this impor. 
tant subiect. 1 
Prof. Raab remarks, by way of introduc- 
tion, that the idea of compuisory education 
seems to be gaining ground in the United 
States, and that several States have laws, by 
means of which the youth of the country are 
made to attend school for at least a part of 
the school year. This compulsory period, he 
finds, varies in different States, from twelve 
weeks in a number of them to twenty-four 
in Connecticut. Upon the subject of com- 
— education in Europe Prof. Raab says: 
n the countries of Europe in which parents are 
by law compelied to send their children to school 
~-notably in Prussia—the compulsory period be- 
gins with the sixth and ends with the fourteenth 
year. The children are expected to attend every 
day of the year that school is in session. Upon 
— request the beginning of compulsory at- 
tendance may. under certain nditions, be post- 
poned one year and begin with the completion of 
the seventh year. This is supplement by laws 
preventing — employment of child labor in 
manufactories. Inthe rural districts a longer 
vacation is granted to children durjng harvest 
time, so that the farming people may. have the 
benefit of boys and girls for securin © crops, 
In the cities, however, the child belongs 
to the school during the entire school-coing 
- @, from) 6 (7) to 14 years. Exceptions 
are made onlyin case of sickness.or when in- 
struction is furnished to children in the family or 
in private institutions. Since religious instruc- 
tion is given in all public schools, whether in the 
Roman Catholic, Protestant, or Mosaic creed. 
— schools, such as we know in the United 
tates, are not found in Prussia. Private iustitu- 
tions ate generally established for the children of 
the wealthy. Such is, in short, the provision of 
compulsory education in Prussia. It remains to

trusted to the teacher in the former us com- 
pared with the latter, although the salaries 
paid in rural schools are much smaller than 
those paid in the graded schools, He remarks 
that the cost of tuition would be twice as great 
in the country schools if the salaries paid 
there Were in a measure equal to those paid in 
cities. and towns, Prof. Raab expects that 
the drift of population into the vities instead 
of diminishiag will increase in the future, and

It is not au attractive picture that the 
Superintendent draws of the 1 condi 
tion of the country schools of Illinois. He 
says there are rural districts where the culture 
and sentiment of the people demand good 
houses, beautiful surroundings, needful appa- 
ratus and contrivances, and comfortable fur- 
niture, and where tl. e directors have the good 
sens? to seek competent teachers and to keep 
them by paying living salaries, but he declares 
that such bright spots are in the minority in 
this State. In many instances, Prof. Raab 
reporta, the school grounds are bare, the 
fences are torn down and negiected, there are 
no shade trees or flowering shrubs, the coal- 
bin ia open to the depredation of tramps, out- 
houses are unclean and offensive, there are no 
walks nor weils, buildings are a rectangular, 
tasteless house, looking more like a barn than 
a building for human béings to live in; the 
gable ends are without windows, the door in 
one of them, and-three windows in each of the 
long side walls. 

No Provision for Light. 


The provisions for healthy light, one of the 
first requisites of a schoolhouse, are totally ig. 
nored, The door opens directly into the 
school-room, where, besides the furniture, 
clothing, and dinner-pails, and in winter 
time sieds and skates and all sorte of things, 
have to be kept during school hours. It seems 
impossible to the Superintendent to keep the 
air in such a room in a fit condition to 
brea ‘The stove, he continues, is often- 
times rickety, so that it is constantly endan- 
gering the lives of the children and overheated 
in winter time, causing those that sit near it 
to roast, while thuse in the remote corners are 
shivering with cold; the walls are dingy and 
without plaster in some places, the ceiling is 
black with smoke, the floor unswept, the win- 
dows covered with filth.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 17.— The bill of-Rep- 
resentative Jones of Iroquois, introduced to- 
day, is intended to prevent discrimination and 
extortion in the rates charged for the trans- 
portation of passengers and freights on rail- 
roads in the State. The bill provides that: 
The Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners 
are hereby directed to make for each of the rail- 
road corporations doing business iu this State, as 
oon as practicable,a schedule of reasonable 
maximum rates of charges for the transportation 
of passengers, and freights, and cars of each of 
said railroads; which schedule shall recite a 
maximum rate for the transportation of passen- 
gers not toexceed two centsa mile. And said 
schedule shall, in all suits brought against 
such railroad corporations wherein is an 
war involved the charges of any such 
railroad corporation for tho trans- 
rtation of any passenger or freight cars, or un- 
just discrimination m relation thereto, be deemed 
and taken in all courts of this State as prima 
facie evidence that the rates therein fixed are 
reasonable maximum rates of charge for the 
transportation of passengers or freights and cars 
upon the railroads for which sach schedules may 
have been respectively prepared. Said Commis- 
sioners shall. from time to time, as often as cir- 


cumstances may require, change and revise said [ 


schedules.

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WORK OF THE V. M C. A. 


HEADS OF DIFFERENT BRANOHES IN 
THE OITY MEET 20 OONFER. — 


Addresses on the Details of the Various 
| Departments—President Harper Talks 
of the Educational Feature -Prof. Gra- 
ham Taylor Explains the “Social Fac- 
tors,“ and General Secretary Messer 
Talks of the Religious Influences—The 
New Building. 


Two hundred contributors and friends of 
the Young Men's Christian Association of 
Chicago met with the heads and members of 
the different branches of the work in this city 
last night at an informal reception in the re- 
ception hall of the Madison street department. 
H. M. Hubbard, Chairman of the Committee 
of Management, presided at the meeting 
which followed an informal lunch, and de- 
scribed the object and workings of the associa- 
tion. ‘These, he said, were not founded and 
operated on the odds and ends that the 
churches cannot handle, but were a unifica- 
tion of interests that takes in all classes and 
represents every section. 

President W. R. Harper of the Ubiversity of 
Chicago was the tirst speaker. He presented 
the educational phases of the association 
work. All through his address was a spirit of 
regret that this work of the association was 
not being pushed as it should be, and that a 
good beginning seemed to have come almost to 
an end. He wanted to see the work of education 
devoted to the elevation of the mental condi- 
tion of all classes. He congratulated the 
association on what had been accomplished, 
but urged the members to proceed and give 
this feature a full and complete test. He 
hoped to see a generous citizen take hold per- 
sonally and go ahead with a work that would 
affect the interests of the nation; inciting 
boys to take steps that would chauge their 
whole future and the future of the generation. 

Prof. Gtaham Taylor of the Chicago Theo- 
logical Seminary explained the “social fac- 
tors of the association by an exhaustive ré- 
sumé of the inception and growth of the asso- 
ciation, as studied from the transformation of 
the germ into the full body. described it 
a» a work for the whole man, not * part of 
him, and that the assuciation had done 
Christian church an inestimable good in show- 
ing that organism was an attribute of life. 
The work of the railroad branch was described 
as powerful. 

Religious Influences of the Association. 

In the absence of the Rev. David R. Breed 
the religious influences of the association were 
described by General Secretary L. W. Messe. 
The young men of the city are beyond the 
direct influence of the neighborhood charch, 
and the association is aggressive in pushing 

forward the religious agency as was contem- 
plated when the word Christian was put into 
the name of the association. The speaker de- 
scribed the new building as a religious center, 
wherein four-fifths of the young men, not 
members of any church, would be brought 
directly under Christian influence. 

The association he described as the great 
arm of the church in taking care of the 
strange young men and the work of keeping 
them out of the clutches of the unprincipled. 

Charles S. Holt told of the athletic features 
of the association. The work in this direction 
is almost new compared with other features, 
yet has developed greatly in the last ten years, 

taking in all classes of physical work. The 
bath as a Christian agency was indorsed, 
and athletic work was declared to be by no 
means the least important branch of Christian 
adornment. Care of the body is essential to 
the care of the higher instincts, and a gymna- 
sium trains the machine to properly bear its 
intellectual master. f 

After describing the influence of athletics 
on the association, Mr. Holt prophesied a 
healthy intiuence of the association in general 
athletics. Applause greeted the announce- 
ment that the gymnasium in the new build- 

‘mg was to be the finest establishment of the 
character in the city, ana which would becon- 
ducted with an effort to bring in all the young 
men of the city. | 

Business Management of the Work. 


“The Business Management was the sub- 
ject of the closing — — by John V. Far- 
well Jr., Preaident of the | associa- 
tion. Living in an age of the almighty dol- 
lar, this must be regarded as an important 
factor in the operation of anything spiritual 
or commer:ial. The material must be kept 
pure, and in the discussion of affairs of im- 
portance the question of finance was sure to 
assert its importance before the discussion 
was complete. Mr. Farwell proceeded to de- 
scribe the organization of the Chicago asso- 
ciation, its growth, and methods employed in 
operating the financial system. 

The landed ions of the association, 
valuable beyo the conception of many 
present, were ribed to show the responsi- 
bilities resting in the business department and 
management, The need of men in this de- 
partment was described. Young men willi 
to work for the general cause studiously avoi 
the finance conhmittees, The ideal of the bus- 
iness managenient is to elevate the young 
business-man in his methods of accepting 
hfa and bringing an earnest spirit into the 
material as well as the spiritual life. 

The growth off the work of the association in 
Chicago was plainly told by the cramped 
quarters occupied by the central department, 
which condition exists to a degree in the other 
eight branches in different parts of the sub- 
urbs.

AGAINST OWNERS OF LEVEE HOUSES,

While passing the house mentioned the notori- 
ous Flossie Moore caught his hat and threw it 
into the hallway. When he went after it he 
was set upon by the Moore woman and her 
companions, who tore his clothing and robbed 
him of $42. Sadie Jordan, who witnessed the 
assault and robbery, gave the police the 
names of Mr. Johnson’s assailants and all 
with the exception of the Moore woman were 
arrested yesterday, Inspector Koch says that 
the ruling of the courts has been so arbi:

Herman R. Dick Causes His Arrest on the 
Charge of Obtaining Money Under 
False Pretenses—He Tells How the Man 
from Canada Interested Capitalists in 
‘Some Pine Lands and Lived Royally 
on the Money They Advanced Him 
The Prisoner Is of Good Family. 


“Obtaining money under false pretenses is 
a very hard charge to prove,” said a gray- 
bearded old man looking out between the bars 
at the Central Station last night. They say 
I have been working this scheme all over the 
country for the last ten or fifteen years. Well, 
what are they going to do about it? I knew. 
Sie John A. Macdonald, the late Premier of 
Canada, from early boyhood and my brother 
is now an official in the Canadian Government, 
but I don’t want my family involved in this 
disagreeable matter.“ 

The man behind the bars was Thomas’ 
Steers, and he was locked up on a charge of 
swindling preferred by Herman E. Dick, 
Vice-President of the A. B. Dick company, 
manufacturers’ agents, with offices at No. 154 
Lake street. 

“Tam a sucker,” said Mr. Dick yesterday, 
“and I frankly admit it. I am telling my 
story for the henefit of the public. Back in 
April, 1891, a friend of mine in the real estate 
business introduced me to a man named 
Thomas Steers. Steers was apparently about 
60 years old. He wore an iron-gray mustache 
and a fashionable suit of clothes, and 
was a man of fine address, Mr. Steers had a 
scheme and he proceeded to take me in—on 
the ground for. He stated that he was the 
surveyor of the Northwest ‘Territory in 
Canada and that for years he had been in the 
employ of the Canadian Government. While 
in pursuit of dis duties he had discovered a 
huge tract of standing pine situated in the 
northwest part of the Province of Ontario. 
It comprised fifty-nine square miles of terri- 
tory and he estimated that the standing pine 
would yield 12,000,000,000 feet of lumber. 
Of course it would excite suspicion if he 
should file an application for the land. He 
wanted to find Chicago capitalists who would 
go in with him on the deal. I asked for refer- 
ences. He gave the name of Sir John A. Mac- 
— then Premier of Canada, among 
others, 


Wired to Canada’s Premier. 


“I immediately sent the following tele- 
gram: 

“Sir John A. Macdonald, Premier of Canada, 
Ottawa: Have been referred to you for standing 
and character of Thomas Steersef Port Arthur 
Engineers. Please wire reply gee. |

In response came this message: 

“ Ortawa, April 14.—H. E. Dick: Have not seen 
Thomas Steers for some years. lieved to be

On the strength of this indorsement I 
introduced Steers to a y of Chicago cap- 
italists. This was rendered necessary by the 
fact that it would ultimately require $100,000 
to handle the project. Steers impressed us all 
by his bearing. After the necessary prelim- 
inaries had been arr it was 

a stock company with 000 capital should 
be formed. Meanwhile A. B. Dick and my- 
self as trustees entered into a contract with 
Steers. He was to go back to Canada 
carefully luok over the land, we to advance 
his expenses. 

“We gave Steers $35 and he went to 
Toronto. Later he wrote for $150 more. It 
was sent. Then he suddenly stopped writing 
* began to think that we had been swin- 


Finally I went to Canada on a tour of 
investigation. I found that Steers had been 
living in great style in Toronto on our mone 
and that no such pine lands as he descri 
existed. Sir John Macdonald explained that 
the man he had recommended was the father 
of the present Thomas Steers. I found also 
that his brother was a high official in the 
Canadian government and that he was known 
as an old time*rswindier, though for some 
years he had been in’ the employ of. the gov- 
ernment. 
Since that time I have been waiting for 
Thomas Steers to show up where 1 l 
my hands oa him. I have carefully preserv 
all the contracts and other documents re- 
lating to the case and have patiently bided my 
time. Today it came.

He was put 
off on a plea of pressing business and agreed 
to come back at 2 o’clock. He came, and is 
locked up at the Central Station as a conse- 
quence. 

“The case comes up tomorrow morning, 
and I hope others whom Steers had victim- 
ized will appear against him. We found on 
his person copies of the same old maps and 
charts of the supposed pine lands which he. 

on us two years ago. 

“The way in which a man as shrewd as 
Steers happened to’ make the mistake of call- 
ing on the same men he had swindled before 
is amusing. He got a program of the enter- 
tainment given to visiting lumbermen by the 
Chicago trade last night and on is was the

MRE. PRATT ENTERS A PROTEST. 


Crown Lands in Hawaii Are Not the Prop- 
erty of the Dethroned Monarchy. 

Saw Francisco, Cal., Feb. 17.—F. S. Pratt, 
Hawaiian Consul General here, has sent to 
Vice-President Morton and the United States 
Senate a protest against ratification of so 
much of the annexation treaty as applies to 
the crown lands of Hawaii. He avers that the 
lands in question are a trust created by Kam- 
ehameha III. out of his personal estate to sup. ‘ 
port the dignity of the crown, and that this 


trust has been scrupulously observed, as the | 


funds arising thercfrom were never available 
for appropeation by the Hawaiian Legis- 
lature. Mr. Pratt states that his 
wife, Hekaaniau, and other heirs 
of the line of Imedameba are 
the legal owners of these lands, and he invites 
investigation to prove their title. Pratt closes 
by saying that should his protest be disre- 
garded by the United States Government it 
would have a most disturbing effect upon the 
native Hawaiians, now smarting under their 
loss of country and iudependence, and might 
probably lead to disastrous con uences 
without any compensating advantages.

Suit Brought Against the City to Recover 
Money Bequeathed for a Dispensary. 


New Outs, La., Feb. 17.—[Special. |— 
The city us being sued in the Federal courts 
here for the recovery of a considerable sum of 
money made to it in the nature of a bequest 
many years ago. Mary A. Sickles and Francis 
W. Sickles of St. Louis and a number of their 
co-heirs in the Sickles estate living in Missouri. 
California, IIIinois. New York, and Texas 
bring the suit. They aver that Simon Van 
Antwerp Sickles, their ancestor, died in 1856, 
leaving a large amount of property, real and 
8 in this State and elsewhere, and that 

left a last will and testament which was 
duly admitted to probate. After making 
various particular legacies (all of which have 
been paid and satisfied) he concluded by 
making the city residuary and universa 
legatee as follows: 

All the rest and residue of my estate, both real 
and personal, end wheresoever situated, I give, 
devise, tomy bequeath to the municipal authori- 
ties of City of New Orleans, to be appropriat- 
ed to the establishment of a city dispensary for 
the gratuitous dispensing of medicine and medi- 
cal advice to the poor of said city. 

It is alleged that as universal legatee the 
city accepted the bequest on the conditions im- 

thereby and received from the executors 


in 1864 $16,884. It is represented that the city | 


wholly failed to fulfill the conditions of the 
bequest and has never made any attempt nor 
shown any disposition to fulfill the conditions 
under which the bequest was accepted. The 
heirs therefore claim that they are entitled to 
have the bequest to the city revoked and to re- 
cover the money received by the city with 
legal interest from the date upon which the 
money was received. 


CARRIES MAIL WITH LIGHTNING SPEED. 


Successful Test in Philadelphia of the 
Puneamatic Tube System. 

PLD IRI, Pa., Feb. 17.—[Special. |— 
In the presence of Postmaster-General Wana- 
maker, Postmaster Field, and a number of 
other prominent invited guests the first official 
test was made this afternoon on the just com- 
pleted pneumatic tube system, the first of its 
kind in the Postoffice Department for the 
transmission of mail matter between the Phil- 
adeliphia main postoffice and the East Chest- 
nut street branch station. The service was 
officially opened by the Postmaster-General, 
who placed an American flag in the carrier. 
A Bible was placed among the fulds of the em- 
blematic bunting. Then the order was given 

the box was sent through to the East 
Chestnut street station and back, over 6,000 
feet, like a flash, in one minute and fifty sec- 
onds. Afterward letters and other mail mat- 
ter were sent back and forth satisfactorily. 
It is thought the transit will de accomplished 
in less time after the inside of the pipe be- 
comes smooth with continued use. 

The tube is an ordinary six-inch iron water 
pipe bored out smooth, its inside diameter be- 
ing six and one-eighth inches, Over 6,000 feet 
of pipe are used in the double line laid. The 
carriers are of sheet steel and fit closely in 
the tube. The loaded carrier boxes weigh 
about fifteen pounds and have a capacity of 
2—— of a bushel of letters or other mail 
m r.

Quicksand Is Struck and the Fleod Pours 


in Faster than the Pumps Can Remove 
It-Will Cause Only a Temporary Delay 
—Contractors Say the City Must Pay for 
the Damace—Promoter Bacon Gets the 
Coveted Permit to annel Under the 
Streets—Other Municipal News. 

An incomplete extension to the Lake View 
water supply tunnel, 1,500 feet im length, is 
filled with water. Pumps are ineffectual 
against the flood and work has been tem- 
porarily abandoned. A crevasse, caused by a 
sand-pocket near the east end of the extension, 
caused the trouble. Through. a break in the 
roof water began, pouring into the tunnel at 
midnight Thursday. or eight hours the 
workmen fought the flood with the pumps at 
their command, but the flood overcame re- 
sistance and the attempt-to-check the tide was 
abandoned. ah eid 
. Yesterday afternoon Shailer & Schniglau, 
the contractors, reported the condition of af- 
fairs t6 City Engineer Geraldine and an- 
nounced at the time that they expected the 
city to replace-the tunnel in accessible condi- 
won. Their claim is partiy admitted and the 
problem now confronting the City Engineer’s 
office is to find a plan by which the tunnel can 
pe pumped dry. That work will occupy near. 
ly a week and will cost not far from $2,000. In 


the meantime'that part of the forty men em- 
ployed on the tunnel which cannot be lald off 


at short notice will take a vacation at the city’s. 


expense. 
That part of Lake View tunnel which has 
been flooded by the aécident does not inter- 
tere with the present water supply. It is the 
completed part of a mile extension eastward 
from the present crib. The contractors have 
comple 1,500 feet of the work and near the 
end of that section passed through a bad pock- 
et of quicksand. The walls were strength- 
ened as fast as possible in anticipation of 
trouble, but the break occurred and in a few 
hours the six-foot tube was filled with water. 
After the flood was reported to Mr. Geraldine 
esterday he and his assistant, Mr. Feind, with 
r. Shailer, spent some time. in conferring 
over the engineering problem that presented 


i icself. They will probably decide when they 


meet again to rig up pumps and try to clear 
the tunnel with their aid. How to prevent a 
recurrence of the break is another niatter for 
consideration. Mr, Geraldine expects that it 
will de necessary to use compressed air in 
continuing the work, but before it can be 
used the tunnel must be plastered, as it was 
not originally intended to adopt this process. 

The contractors base their ciaim on the city 
on a change in specifications made by Com- 
missioner Aldrich and City Engineer Clarke. 
Tne contractors entered a protest, predicting 
the condition of affairs that today exists. 
Their letter of protest is on file in the Public 
Works Department, and is the foundation of 
their claim that the city should now repair the 
damage. 

How serious is the break? was asked 
City Engineer Geraldine yesterday after- 
noon. 

“Until the tunnel is pumped out we can’t 
tell.

Promoter Bacon of the Compressed Air 
Company Gets the coveted Permit. 

In acvofdance with the writ of mandamus 
awarded to the Chicago Power Supply and 
Smoke Abating company by Judge Windes 
Commissioner of Public Works Kuhns yester- 
day issued a permit, approved by Corporation 
Counsel Miller, to Promoter John P. Bacon, 
the President of the company, to begin the 
work of putting in a system of compressed 


air pives. The document is in the nature of a | 


contract and Commissioner Kuhns threw as 
many safeguards around the interests of the 
city and the property-owners as possible un- 
der the provisions of the ordinance. per- 
mit authorizes the laying of a cast-iron tube 
or pipe, the internal diameter of which shall 
not exceed six feet, on the following streets: 


Market 7 from Lake street to a point 440 feet 
south of Van Buren street; Franklin street from 


the Chicago River to Harrison street; Fifth ave- 


nue from Chicago River to Harrison street; La 
Salle street from Chicago River to Jackson 
street; Clark street from the Chicago River to 
Harrison street; Dearborn street from the Chica- 
go Riverto Harrison street; State street from 
Chicago River to Harrison street: Wabash ave- 
nue from South Water street to Harrison street ; 
Michigan avenue from Chicago River 
to ackson street; River street from 
South Water street to a point 250 
feet east of Michigan avenne; Sherman street, 
from Jackson street to Harrison; Pacitic avenue, 
from Jackson street to Harrison; Fourth avenue, 
from Jackson street to Harrison; Third avenue, 
from Jackson street to Harrison; South Water 
street, from Lake street to.a point 166 feet east of 
tho east line of Central avenue; Lake street, 
from Chicago Raver to Central avenue. Randolph 
street, from tae Chicago River to Michigan 
avenue; Washington street, from Chicago 
’ Madison street,

One will be lo- 
cated just north of the north line of South Water 
street on Franklin street, and the other on the 
Lake-Front east of the east line of Michigan ave- 
nue on the line of Madison street. The company 
is required to provide a suitable roadway on each 
side of the Franklin street shaft, and the street 
must at all times be in condition for public travel, 
All material taken from such shafts must be re- 
moved immediately. 

The permit requires that the tunnel be 
built under the center of the street, and does 
not allow more than three lineal feet of earth 
to be removed ahead of the cast iron lining. 
HI ot et to place its big tube 
at a depth which will prevent any interference 
with the sewers or other underground work, to 
be rr by the Commissioner of Public 
Works. A deposit, the amount of which the 
Commissioner of Public Works shall deter- 
mine, is required in order to protect the 
city against any neglert on the part of the 
company, and the company agrees to pay for 
such inspection and engineers as the Commis- 
nen of Fublic Works may see fit to place in 
charge ot the work. 

The company also agrees to save the city 
harmless from all damage or cost which shali 
come — the city by reason of or growth 
out of the prosecution of the work. 

Mr. Bacon was seen at his office after he 
had obtained the permit, and said that the 
work would be commenced as soon as pos- 
sible, I can’t just say how long it will take 
for us to complete the system we have laid out 
for the down-town district,” he said, but I 
think it will be about ten months.

ROBBING GOVERNMENT TIMBER LANDS. 


W. R. Carter Says Millions of Feet of Lum- 
ber Are Stolen Annually. 

The Interior Department has a vexing 
problem to solve m Idaho, said W. R. Carter 
of Hailey, Idaho, at che Palmer yesterday. 
“Thefts of public timber are reaching alarm- 
ing proportions in Shoshone County. Hun- 
dreds of men are now engaged in robbing the 
government tands on the little north fork of 
the Coeur d’Aléne River of | forest trees, in- 
tending to sell the logs to saw-mill men. 
These despoilers of the timber lands have been 
augmented within the last two weeks by many 
of the 2,000 miners thrown out of work by the 
shutting down of Coeur d’Aléne silver and 
lead mines. One fifteen-mile stretch has been 
entirely denuded of trees. Last season 20,000,- 
000 feet of lumber were sawed frota stolen 
logs and shipped into neighboring States. 
Companies have been formed and the timber 
thieves are operating upon a large scale, and 
from their belligerent attitude and overwhelin- 
ing num ders the Federal cials are power- 
— to en fores the law or stop the depreda-

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THE EX-GOVERNOR DEVELOPES AN 


ELEOTRIO RAILWAY PLAN, 


Syndicate of New-Englanders Formed to 
~Predilection to Business Enterprises 
Given the Yankee Politician While in 
London—Publicists as Business-Men— 

. Widening Split in the New York De 
mocracy—Grand Opera for Next Season. 
New- Tom, Feb, 17.—[Special. There 
seems to be good reason why ex-Guv. Waller 
declined last fali to be either a candidate for 

Governor or for Congress and had said that 

he could not enter Mr. Cleveland’s Cabinet 

even if he were invited to do so. The an- 

nouncement was made this morning that a 

syndicate has purchased nearly all of the 

street railway systems in the larger New En- 


gland towns, an operation which will probably 


involve an ultimate capitalization of some- 


thing like $50,000,000 and an issue of a good 


many millions of bonds. Ex-Gov. Waller is, 
if not the originator, at least the developer of 
this plan. It is modeled after the English 
syndicate methods, which became pop- 
ular here about the time ex-Gov. Wal- 
ler returned from his post of Con- 
sul-General to London. Before the 
Governor went to London he had been little 
familiar with financial achievements. He had 
practiced law in a little seaport town, and was 
as ready to take acase in a Justice’s court as he 
was when he began practice. Even when he be- 
came Governor, an office which he owed to 
his personal charm and his delightful oratory, 
he had little familiarity with large financial 
operations. His experience in London opened 
his eyes to many things besides politics. He 
was fortunate enough to make an acquaint- 
ance, which developed into association, with 
some of the shrewd English capitalists whe 
were developing their industrial schemes. The 
Governor himself became fascinated with the 


excitement and opportunities which they 


offered. He studied the methods of the 
Englishmen, and when he returned in 
1889 he looked for some opportunity to make 
use ot his experience. It was reported that he 
had made a comfortable little fortune in an 
investment of this sort, but lost it about the 
time he gave up his consulate. Gov. Waller 
had been at home but a little while when he 
formed a partnership and opened offices upon 
Wall street. Tammany Hall was rejoiced to 
hear that the Governor was ,to settle in New 
York and would have welcOmed him to the 
organization and given him political prefer- 
ment. He is almost as attractive as rke 
Cockran, ana being, like Oockran, of Irish 
rentage, many intellectual traits are simi- 
ar. The Governor, however, would not listen 
to the temptations of the politicians. 
The New England Syndicate, 
It is over a year since Gov. Waller and his 
assOviates undertook the greater work which 
was consummated this week, that of the con- 
solidation of the New England street railway 
systems. The work was difficult, since some 
of the legal problems were much involved. 
Then, too, there were a good many obstinate 
stockholders who could only be bought out at 
a price far above the market value of their 
stocks. It was also difficult to coax capital 
into the enterprise at first. It is believed that 
behind this scheme is a project to connect 
this chain of cities with elec- 
tric railways as well as to substitute 
electricity upon all lines where horses are now 
used. In fact, one 6f the men interested 
in this scheme said today that it would be 
possible within three years, he thought, to 
take an electric railway in New York and ride 
to Boston by means of this consolidated sys- 
tem. If this should be done it would make a 
mileage in New England of electric railways 
at least twice as great as the number of miles 
between New York and Boston, or over 500, 
In order to avoid some complications the 
syndicate did not organize under New En- 
gland laws, but taking advantage of a charter 
broad enough to permit the on of a 
railway in Siberia, if Russia would allow it, 
which was gran by the New Jersey Legis- 
lature, they organized under that charter, so 
that as a corporation the New England States 
cannot touch them. 


Politicians as Financiers. 


When Waller was a brilliant young poli- 
tician in Connecticut every political honor 
was regarded as possible for him. His friends 
in Connecticut would have urged hi« nomina- 
tion for Vice-President in 1884 had Hendricks 
received the Presidential nomination. But the 
most devoted friends he had never thought 
that he would become a financier or industrial 
organizer. Now they say that this late street 
scheme will, when the financiering is com- 

leted, make Gov. Waller a rich man. But 

e has simply followed the example set by 
others who have gained reputation as poli- 
ticians, It was said this morning that Ellis 
H. Roberts, who is now Subtreasurer at New 
York, is as soon ag his successor is appointed 
to become the Presiaent of a new banking in- 
stitution. One of Mr. Roberts’ predecessors, 
Thomas C. Acton, step from the Sub- 
treasury into the office of President of an up. 
town bank. John J. Knox having resigned 
the office of Controller of the Cur- 
rency became President of ove of the 
Wall street banks.

whom in recent years has been Treasurer of 
the United States, are engaged in financial 
enterprises backed by Wall street capital. 
Secretary Windom was active on Wall street 
from the time he left the United States Sen. 
ate until he was called to the Treasury De- 
partment by President Harrison. It is the 
report on Wall street that Secretary Foster, 
as soon as his term expires, will go extensive- 
ly into a certain mining interest whose chief 
offices are in Wall street. And Controller of 
the Currency Hepburn will, it is reported, 
early in Cleveland’s administration resign his 
office to become identitied with a trust com- 
pany. 

Revolt of the Anti-Snappers, 


I understand that although Mr. Cleveland 
has turned the rebuking shoulder upon tte 
anti-snavpers who have asked him to help 
them organize in opposition to the Hill and 
Tammany Democracy, yet this organization 
will be attempted. Already I see evidences 
of consultation and progress in this move- 
ment. There will be no half-way work this 
year. It is the intention to perfect the organ- 
ization this spring, to call a convention in the 
early fall to nominate a State ticket, and to 
make a vigorous canvass. This simply means 
a split in the party here. For the Hill De. 
mocracy will do the same thing and each or- 
ganization will call itself the representative 
of true Democracy. Of course the anti- 
snappers cannot hope toelect their ticket, 
and they will not make the fight 
with any such purpose in view. They are aim- 
ing their guns at the Hili machine, and they 
believe that having beaten the regular Democ- 
racy at the polls that organization will be- 
come demoralized, and then the newer organ- 
ization will be supreme. It is hard to see, 
however, how these men can succeed unless 
Mr. Cleveland helps them, and that he has 
peremptorily refused to do. Likely his purpose 
is by the aid of Bissell in the Postoffice Depart- 
ment and Lamout's knowledge ot State politics 
to create an organization which the anti-snap- 
pers may affiliate with or not, as they choose. 
Mr. Cleveland does not propose, evidently, to 

rmit any organization of Democrats in 

‘ew York State to feel that it has a claim 
upon him. 
Revolt in the Senate. 

The most sensational political news we get 
here today is a contirmation of the report that 
four of the Senators who were supposed to be 
held in slavish subjection to Senator Hill and 
Mr. Murphy have rebelied and will not be 
coutrolled any longer by the bosses. If they 
aang in this determination the victory of 
ast fall and of a year ago will bear the most 
barren fruits for Mr. Hill and his allies. It 
wil be impossible to get any legislation such 
as Hill or Tammany desires through the Leg- 
islature. Some political schemes which would 
have been of party profit t. the rougher ele 
ments of Democracy, which prevail in 
the larger cities and whose conspicuous rep- 
resentative is Lieut.-Gov. Sheehan, were to 
have been put through this session, but 
with this revolt they are dead.

PRIME’S WEEKLY CROP REPORT. 


Save at Southern Points Conditions for 
Wheat-Growing Are Unfavorable. 


Dwieat, III., Feb. 17.—[ Special. For the 


last ten days the country has experienced in 


all its important gram- growing areas all sorts 
of weather. Sunshine and showers followed 
by freezing and thawing, driving snow-storms, 
ground bare here, covered with ice there, 
crops in one part of the country be- 
ginhing to show signs of lite, 
just the opposite conditions in other sections. 
Texas reports that the wheat is growing 
finely, farmers have gone to plowing for 
their cotton and corn crops. In Kentucky the 
early sown wheat is looking 4s well as 
February. 

Reports from Southern IIlinois show that 
the early-sown wheat seems to be still in good 
ooddition, but some reports also show that 
more or less of the wheat has been lifted out 
of the ground by the ss a — pros- 
pects are not as encour as a ye ago. 
In both Central and Southern Tuinois the crop

his has just gone off, lea v w re. 
In Northern Indiana more or lees of the wheat 
is covered with ice and snow. The general 
condition is not as good as it Was a year ago 
and the geueral opinion seems to be that wheat 
has been seriously injured by the ice. 
In Southern Indiana they have been having 
some warm, spring-like weather and wheat has 
commericed to grow, but compared with last 
year at this time wheat is not in nearly as 
good condition. 

In Northern Ohio the snow and ice have 
all gone off the wheat, but 80 far the plant 
shows no signs of growth. In Southern Onio 
wheat is just beginni to grow and so far 
there are no reports of damages. 

In Michigan no one at this season of the 
year expects to see any signs of the growth of 
wheat, but rains the present week have taken 
the snow’pretty well off the fields. In South- 
ern Missouri wheat begins to show some signs 
of growth, but reports gene show 
late-sown wheat is more or injured. 
Reports now show that the State of Kansas 
has suffered ever since last fall from drought 
and considerable wheat has not sprouted in 
the western portion of the State. ports of 
damage come in but the extent is not yet 
known. Winter wheat hes shown no signs of 
growth in Northern Kansas yet. In Southern 
Kansas the weather has been very cold, and 
some consider their wheat badly dam 1 
Comparing the present condition with that of 
a year ago it looks as if under the most favor- 
able circumstances the crop would not be as 
large as last year,

ered that Chicago manufacturers of pianos, - 
who largely excel their Eastern competitors in 


the yearly sale of imstruments, were pushed 
aside in some degree that the New-Yorkers 
might be satisfied, this correspondence seems 
slightly tame. Certainly it did not represent 
the profound feeli of disgust among 
Fair officials over New York’s action. 


Kept Out of State Buildings, 


Whatever schemes for getting into the Fair 
the New York people may have had has not 
been divulged, but it was nipped in short 
order. The contract which the New-Yorkers 
had made with the Exposition was a valid one. 
But people who had violated their contracts 
with the Exposition had no claim upon it of 
any kind. Therefore the orders went forth 
that no instrument manufactured by any of 
the firms which had withdrawn should be ad- 
mitted to the grounds. There will be no side 
exhibits of pianos in the State buildings or in 
any of the concessions. At Paris Steinway & 
Sons did not go into the fair. They hada 
beautifui music room across the street from 
the main entrance. There the jury on the 
piano awards was received, At the proper 
stage of proceedings EA & Sons’ agent 
secured a certificate telling of the inost excel- 
lent qualities of the Steinway piano, and 
regretting that it had not been exhibited at 
the Exposition. If it had been,“ this docu- 
ment stated, it would undoubtedly have re- 
ceived the first prize. What care had Stein- 
way for the awards after that? The certificate 
was sent to the four winds, There is plenty 
of available lands along Stony Island avenue 
where the New-Yorkers can build their own 
little show as they did in Paris, but conditions 
are not favorable to their success. 

It is said that the action of the New 
York piano manufacturers in withdraw- 
ing is the greatest boom Chicago piano men 
have ever bad. They did not need to be told 
of it. By the time Director-General Davis 
arrived at his office the next morning after 
the withdrawal they were there. Their con- 
solation was of the most substantial kind. 
They applied for every inch of the vacated 
space and pledged themselves to make ex- 
hibits much surpassing the cost of those which 
had disappeared. 

They saw a tine business opportunity to get 
their instruments before the millions who will 
‘come to the Fair without being overshadowed 
by the old-time famie of Eastern rivals. 

„»The Eastern manufacturers thought the 
Fair could not get along without them,“ an 
official said yesterday. They will find that 
they will have a hard time to get along with- 
out the Fair. I understand that some of the 
withdrawing companies have just begun to 
see the point, and that they would give a good 
deal to get back again. Before the results of 
the Fair have been lost in the future they will 
regret their mistake much more than they do 
now. 


FLORA AT THE GREAT FAIR, 


Second Display of Massed Flowers at the 
Exposition—Persian Violets. 

Scarcely were those first indoor forerunners 
of spring, the Chinese’ primroses, in perfect 
bloom, when the cyclamen, or, as Chief 
Thorpe prefers to cali them, the Persian vio- 
lets, began to call attention to the fact that 
they came next on the list of flowers that will 
be shown in masses, one after the other, until 
the close of the Fair. Cyclamen sup A: 
some to in allusion to this nearly ron 
leaves of plant, but it seems more prob- 
able thut the name f& directly due to the cir- 
culat corm which in every plant is 
plainly seen above the surface of the 
ground ad on which, as on a_ tiny 
stand in circles. The variety of this plant, 
now 80 generally grown in greenhouses 
is cyclamen persicum, a native of Persia, and 
Chief Thorpe classes it among the violets be- 
cause in its habitat its bloommg  sea- 
son corresponds with the bloommg 
season of viclets in other coun- 
tries. This flower 1s much too sweet, fresh, 
and dainty to be associated, as it has come to 
be, with quadrupeds. Its sharply reflexed 
petals point upward in such a pert and some- 
times with an almost defiant air that some 
one has fancied in it a resemblance to the im- 
pudent or ingenuous rabbit, and, with decided 
lack of appreciation of the poetic side of 
plant life, has given it the common name of 
**rabbits’ ears. This name is, however, 
but little known, while afar more objection- 
able one‘clings to it closer than a brother. 
The corms, or solid bulb-shaped roots, of this 
oriental herb look like small flat turnips, and 
despite their great acridity are cagerly eaten 
by swine. In Sicily they form the principal 
food of the wild boar, 

It has within a few years been learned that 
the active properties of the plant are due to a 
peculiar principle called cyclamine, which 
produces.on the animal system effects similar 
to those of curare, the deadly arrow poison 
used by South American Indians, which, when 
introdudéd into the blood, acts on the nervous 
system, producing paralysis and death, but 
which is comparatively harmless when taken 
into the stomach. But despite that fact swine 
are so fond of the fleshy rounded root stocks 
of the plant that it is known wherever it is 
grown by the common name of “sow bread,”’’ 
a most objectionable appellation and an inap- 
propriate one, judged by its fragrant flowers. 


Unlike Their Forefathers. 


The cyclamen blooming in the competitive 
collection at the Fair would hardly be recog- 
nized as relatives by the heads of this family 
of plants that grow wild in Persia, the 
flowers of the plants growing in their native 
land are sosmall and these foreign descendants 
are so large. The increase in size is not due, 
ss might be supposed, to the opportunities for 
development offered natives and foreigners in 
this free land but entirely to cultivation and 
hybridization, which is a roundabout way of 
saying human fmterference—a legitimate in- 
terference since it does for the plants what 
they could not do for themselves and always 
‘to the increase of their beauty and often their 
usefulness. It is after all only lending a help- 
ing hand, helping the flowers to belp 
themselves. Without it the occupation of 
high-class gardeners would be gone

for the production of hybrids, which are mere- 
ly new varieties with larger flowers, finer col- 
ors, better habits of growth—some improve- 
ment, in short, 1s the whole endand aim of 
their work. It is interesting to know that 
this work, which really keeps things moving 
in the floral world, is done by those who gar- 
leasure, for pure love of it, the arha- 
teurs. Professional florists have neither the 
time nor the money to spare required for the 
careful experiments necessary to produce a 
new variety of plant. After a plant has teen 
proved and purchasers want to buy it, they 
take it up gladly and put a cut of at, more or 
less true to nature, in their catalogues. But 
with the amateur the conditions are different. 
He grows the plants for the pleasure it affords 
and if he once medales with the fascinating 
work of trying to produce a new variety he 
falls deeply in love. with the mysteries of 
plant reproduction. With him it is everything 
to gain and nothing to lose, and if he succeeds 
every professional and flower lover is ready 
to grant him all the gory he deserves.

AMBITIOUS TO BECOME DIRECTORS. 


Aspirants to the World's Fair. Board Col- 
lecting Proxies to Secure Election, 

Four new candidates for membership on 
the Board of Directors came to light yester- 
day. There will probably be more before the 
election next April, and in the meantime he 
proxy hunt is becoming animated and inter- 
esting. On the fourth floor of the Rand-Mc- 
Nally building are a dozen young. men en- 
gaged in sorting proxies and transferring 
them. These proxies are coming in by the 
thousands and President Higinbotham and 


Director Lyman J. Gage are getting the most 
of them. The circular which was issued a 
week ago, asking that stockholders send their 


Proxies to these two directors, has apparently 


worked great results, The new men who 
think they would like to be directors next sum- 
mer are J. Irving Pearce of the Sherman; 
Benjamip Lamb, a broker; C. H. Clingman, a 
salesman; and Mr. Van Schaack, the whole- 
sale druggist. Some of the new men feel con- 
fident they will get proxies enough to secure 
their election. Some of the ald directors 
are carrying around proxies enough now to 
elect themselves and two or three friends. 
Director Charles Wacker, representi the 
brewery interests, will elect himself and Thies 
J. Lefens and have 8,000 shares to epare. Di- 
rector J. W. Elisworth cast the railroad prox- 
ies last year and elected eight or nine direc- 
tors. Mr. Gage and Mr. Higinbotham and 
Mr. Peck will probably hoid the bulk of 
proxies and the reélection of a majority of the 
old board is assured. Last year the big 
holders combined against outsiders and after 
electing themselves threw their surplus stock 
intoacommon pool and agreed upon the 
ticket for the remainder. In this way but two 
outsiders got in and they were prevented f rom 
being Chairmen of any of the committees. 


Still a Chance for an Encampment. 

Maj. Comly feels certain that he will have an 
infantry encampment in Washington Park next 
summer. For some reason he has faith that the 
South Park Commission will relent and permit 
the ground to be used.

JUDGE WALTER QUINTON GRESHAM, THE NEXT SECRETARY OF STATE. 


Judge Walter Quinton Gresham, who has accepted the portfolib of State in the Cabinet of President-elect Grover Cleveland, was born 
March 17, 1832, on a farm near-Lanesville, Harrison County, Ind. When 2 years of age his father, then Sheriff of the county, was killed while attempting 
an arrest. The widow with her family of six children struggled along. The future Cabinet Minister did his share of the work, in the summer working on 
the farm, while in winter he attended the district school. In this way passed eighteen years, his mother managing to give him one year at the sem- 
laary at Corydon. Then he was employed by the County Auditor at Corydon with a salary of $8 a month and board, and saving his money so earned spent 
a year at the State University at Bloomington. He returned to Corydon and worked with the County Clerk at $1 a day, passing his leisure hours studying 
law under the guidance of Judge William A. Porter, one of the noted characters of the section, a martinet who drilled his pupil thoroughly, After three 
years of such work Judge Gresham was admitted to practice, and entered into partnership with Thomas E. Slaughter, afterward a Circuit Court Jadge. 
Seeing the negro drivers chasing their slaves through his home county in early life gave him a horror of tne traffic. The first Republican campaign found 
him in a law office, He joined the party, took up the anti-slavery cause, and was one of five men in the county who took the stump. in 1860 he was 
elected to the Legislature from Harrison County. was Chairman of the Military committee, and most active in aiding the legion law, which enabled Gov. 
Morton to rush troops to the front. Gresham had organized a company of home guards and led them into the service, being first Captain and then Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel, He became Colonel of the Fifty-third Indiana in December, 1861, and joined Gen. Grant at Savanna. He was made Brigadier-General 
for good work before Vicksburg. When before Atlanta July 20, 1864, Gen. Gresham was disabled, a minie-ball breaking his leg below the knee as he was 
leading a charge. This was the last of his service. The next year he resumed the practice of law at New Albany with Gen. John M. Butler. He was the 
Republican candidate fot Congress in 1866 and in 1868, and though beaten it is known that the first time he got more votes than his opponent, Kerr. When 
Gen. Grant was elected President Gresham was offered the Collectorship at New Orleans and the District-Attorneyship but declined. He recommended’ 
Judge Slaughter for the United States District Judgeship, but Grant sent Gresham’s name to the Senate without asking the Judge, and he was confirmed. 
There was trouble at onde, Gresham insisting he would not accept, but Slaughter turned in for him and insisted on it. For twelve years he served, not one 
decision being reversed by the Supreme Court. He was called to Arthur's Cabinet as Postmaster-General and then as Secretary of the Treasury, leaving 
the latter to succeed Judge Druniniond on the Circuit bench. In the Postoftice Department he secured the reduction of newspaper rates, reduction of 
Canadian postage, and a postal connection with Mexico. On the bench his greatest decision was in the Wabash case, when he went beneath technicali- 
ties and put all the lines of the system under a receiver, thus giving Jay Gould a direct slap in the face. It was popular, and made him more famous than 
ever before. His predominating trait is honesty of purpose, and he looks beneath the technicalities to the equity of every cause. His is social, approach- 
able, and well liked by every.one. Judge Gresham married in 1858 Miss Matilda McGrain, daughter of a farmer living near Corydon. They have a son 
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early this year. The only flower that is 
typical of that day and of the seagon is just 
coming into bloom, the cinéraria, from the 
Latin cineres, ashes.

It also has an inborn 
sense of the fitness of things which leads it to 
blossom at this appropriate season and is 
now opening the outermost blossoms of its 
corymbs or flat-topped clusters of flowers 
that increase their suitability for the season 
by wearing the penitential. colors—pure white 
and shades of purple. And by way of keep- 
ing up with the fashions of the day it shows 
this year a deep rich “eminence” that glows 
in the sun witha brilliancy not in the least 
indicative of penitence and fasting, 

The cineraria, in former times also called 
the cape aster, because its flowers are shaped 
something like an aster and decause it came 
originally from the Cape of Good Hope, be- 
longs to the groundsel genus, which has 
numerous species that dre widely diffused and 
which thrive in various climates. They are 
annual or perennial herbacious plants, and 
the ones in general greenhouse cultivation 
under the name of cineraria are natives of 
South Africa. Like so many of the finest 80. 
called florists’ flowers it has been cultivated 
out of ali but a remote resemblance to its an- 
cestors. Many new and beautiful hybrids have 
been produced all to the end of improving the 
blossoms in size, number, and coloritig, while 
also increasing the symmetry and vigor of the 
plants. Thus the fine display that will in a few 
weeks be at its best in the annex includes a 
range of all shades of the purple to which the 
plant was born, from violet to the Tyrian dye 
that makes the flower doubly appropriate for 
the use of the churches that most observe the 
penitentiai season, and also adds pleasing 
combinations of white and purple, purplish 
blue, and a crimson that glow in the sunlight 
with a rich depth of color almost startling, 

The Fair dispiay ot cinerarias is the third of 
the competitive floral exhibits, and while 
there are not so many plants as in the two 
preceding collections, the 1,700 that will soon 
be in full glory of blossom wiil make as great 
a show and cover nearly as much space for the 
reason that the plant is much larger than 
either the primula or cyclamen, The plants 
are uniforinly strong, weli-grown specimens, 
showing broad, flat corymbs of buds.

The Commissioners Say No Military En- 
campment Shall Be Held There. 
„South Park Commissioners will not give 
their consent to the use of Washington Park 
as a piace of military encampment during the 
World’s Fair. This decision was reached 


despite the fact that Ash.Wednesday comes | 


some time ago, though several months ago 
they passed resolutions favoring the sort of 
military display for which they have since 
refused accommodations. 

“The South Park Commissioners have 
come toadecision on this question,’’ said 
Secretary H. W. Harmon yesterday, and no 
change will now be made. Washington Park 
will not be used fora military camp. The 
Commissioners are anxious to do everything 
they may for thesuccess of the World’s Fair, but 
they think the giving of Jackson Park and 
the Midway Plaisance for Fair purposes is as 
much as they should be called upon to da, 
It is the desire of the Commissioners to re- 
tain Washington Park and South Park for 
the people of Cnicago and for visitors. There 
will be greater needs for parks during the 
coming summer than there has ever been be- 
fore, and it would not be right to take away 
all the breathing spots left on the South Side. 
No change in plans will be made, and if the 
military cannot come without Washington 
Park they will not come.“ 

The members of the War Department 
Board have left for Washington after giving

GREATNESS OF COLUMBIAN CASINO. 


Eight Thousand People Can Be Fed Every 
Hour—Some Interesting Figures. 

The Columbian Casino will undoubtedly be 
one of the most extensive eating establishments 
in Jeckson Park. A company of wealthy 
Chicago men are behind it. Ernst Sadler 
is the President; D. H. Kochersperger, Vice- 
President; Horace F. White, Treasurer, and 
they, with William Thompson, Ald. Maaden, 
John C. Polley, and T. M. Jamieson, consti- 
tute the Board of Directors. The restaurant, 
or more properly speaking, café gets the high- 
toned name because of the fact that it will 
occupy the Casino, a three-story building 
beautifully located at the mouth of the la- 
goon. Having secured such a choice concession, 
entirely removed from all the exhibits, where 
visitors may get the benefit of lake breezes 
and enjoy looking out upon the broad expanse 
of water while taking their meals anything 
short of the very best establishment in point 
of equipment and conduct would not be tol- 
erated by the Exposition management. As a 
result the place will be fitted and furnished 
throughout with the tinest furniture. The ar- 
rangements are on a grand scale. The first 
or ground floor will be furnished with sofas 
and easy chairs. In addition to a large public 
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reception-room there will be parlors, lavora- 
tories, and smoking- rooms. On the second 
flocr will be a public diumg-room with tables 
and seats for 1,500 people, a wine room eighty 
feet long having a wine box forty feet long 
and capable of holding 5,000 bottles, a beer 
vault and bar where twenty barrels of beer 
can be kept on draught at one time. The 
manager’s office and toilet- rooms at the north 
and south sides of this apartment are mez- 
zamine floors with scats for 400, where private 
arties will be accommodated and served. 
e third floor will be devoted to kitchen pur- 
poses and a gentleman’s café large enough to 
eccommodate 1,500 diners at once. The 
kitchen 18 14065 feet and will be presided 
over by W. H. Phillips, ad expert chef late of 
the Auditorium Hotel. He will have fifty as- 
sistants. 

For dinner, commencing, say, at 11 o’clock 
and continuing until 3 v. m., it is estimated 
that 8,000 persons an hour can be fed, al- 
though no attempt will be made to rush 
things. Those who wish to consume an hour’s 
time at their meal will have that privilege. 
In fact, Henry A. Winter, who will be the 
general manager of the concern, says he cal- 
culates that every one will take an hour. In 
that case the number will be reduce‘ to 4,000; 
mes what can be accommodated at one sit- 

ing. 

The tables and chairs will be of heavy, pol- 

ished oak, the linen of the finest grade, with 
imported china and the best of silverware, It 
will require 40,000 yards of table-cloth, 50,000 
napkins, 600 dozen knives and as many torks, 
600 dozen tablespoons, 1,000 dozen teaspoons, 
other small silverware in proportion, 600 im- 
ported cups and saucers, 3,500 dozen plates 
three sizes, and an almost endless number of 
small dishes and glasses. 
The interior of the dining rooms will be fin- 
ished in staff and the building throughout will 
be lighted by electricity. All the supplies will 
be kept fresh and wholesome in cold air re- 
frigerators. A good band will furnish music 
during the dinner hour. 

Mr. Winter, the manager, was for two years 
chief stewara at the Auditorium, is familiar 
with the handling of big crowds, and proposes 
to have things well in hand for taking care of 
20,000 guests a day if necessary. The com- 
panys contract with the Fair management 
stipulates that it shall be ready to open April 
1, but it has not decided as yet whether it 
will be advisable to commence business on 
that date. All meais at the Casino will be 
served a la carte.

Eatables such as are served in beer 
halls everywhere will be obtainable in this

wever, will be a general dining place. 

At the top of the tower sandwich lunches, 
soda water, and the like will be sold. 

The dining capacity of the tower is divided 
this way: ain floor and annexes, 1,500; 
beer restaurant,. 500; top of tower, 200. For 
practical purposes the last given figure can be 
omitted and the total capacity of the tower set 
down at 2,000 people at a time. 

To See the Animals and Dine. 


The entire front of Hagenback’s Zodlogical 
Garden on the plaisance, with the exception 
of the entrance to the arena, will be devoted 
to restaurants and cafés. There will be two 
floors and a roof garden available for that 
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purpose, and in all 2,000 people can be seated 
atatime. ‘The managers announce that they 
shall not attempt to serve expensive dinners. 
When people want a first-class meal and are 
willing to pay for it they cannot be accommo- 
dated at the Zodlogical Garden. It is intend- 
ed that those who do not desire to spend more 
than 25 or 50 cents for a lunch with a little 
wine ora giass of beer will be the class of 
patrons who will be served. 

On the ground floor the dining-rooms are 
eliptical in shape, and are about 70x60 feot in 
size. On the second floorthe two rooms are 
each 60x40 feet. The roof garden extends over 
the entire front of the building. In its center 
there is a music stand, where the band will 
play wheu there is no performance in the 
arena. There is one private dining room in 
the building, and that is all. If the patronage 
18 sufficiently heavy to require the use of the 
roof garden during the noon hour, a canvas 
will be stretched over it, but the present in- 
tention is to make it a pleasant place for an 
evening lunch and rest. 

Unlike some of the shows on the plaisance, 
it is stated that the aim of the management is 
to use the restaurant so as to draw people to 
the entertainment, rather than having the en- 
tertainment a drawing card for the dining- 
rooms. 

Will Feed Thousands, 

The big building on the Midway Plaisance, 
which goes under the general title of the 
Natatorium, will in reality be more of a din- 
ing hall than a swimming place. According 
to the plans of the projectors of that -enter- 
prise the dining capacity of the establishment 
will not be much short of 3,000 people at a 
time. The building is divided into three sec- 
tions, the first section being given over to the 
natatorium proper, The second section will 
be the location of the bakery. which will occu- 
py a space 50 feet wide and 200 feet long. It 
is claimed that here sixty barrels of flour will 
be converted into bakery products every 
twenty-four hours. Adjoining the bakery will 
be the lunch room, 50x120 feet. Section 
three will be given over to the café. 100x200 
feet in size. The entrance half and reception- 
room will be located at the front, and the din- 
ing-rvotn itself will be 100 feet wide and 140 
feet long. 

On the second floor! there will be a dining 
hall of the same dimensions as the café below 
and many private dining- rooms. Twenty of 
the latter will be devoted to the of families 
and select parties. An open sphee 25 by 200 
feet, just outside the café, will be utilized in 
extreme.y warm weather as an out-of-doors 
dining place. In this space alone 1,000 people 
can be seated without crowding. 

Prices will vary through ut the establish- 
ment. The lunch-room, for instance, will 
have about the same prices as those prevail- 
ing down town at first-class lunch-rooms, A 
different scale will be provided for the café 
and general dining-rooms, and when visitora 
want the privacy of separate rooms they will 
be expected to pay for it. In some respects 
the Natatorium will be a popular diping place, 
as itq building, which is already completed, is 
one of the most striking in appearance of all 
the private concession structures in the Fair. 
The projectors of the enterprise are hopeful 
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At the Hungarlan Orpheum. 2 
The Hungarian Orpheum is the title unde 
whieh a commedious buildingon the blaisance 
has. been erected for a urant. Two 
thousand can gather around the tables at a 
time. In general plans the Orpheum will not 
differ materially from the other restaurant 
voticessions on the plaisance. It will employ 
a force of seventy-five waitresses and twenty- 
five waiters, with a force in the other depart- 
ments to correspond. In price the Orpheum 
will be what might be called middle-ciass. It 
will not endéavor to eatch the trade usual 


epicures. : 

The Orpheum is 75 by 195 feet, with the 
entire space on the ground floor devoted to the 
main dinuwig- room. Entrances opeu on the 
four sides. A spacious piaza, 25 feet wide, 
runs the length of the building on the west. 

The first building on the. plaisance after 
passing through the Cottage Grove avenue 
entrance will be one of a handsome Swiss de- 
sign, The main story will be entirely open, 
except that the space usually occupied by 
solid brick and wood has Japanese blinfs. In 
the evening they can all, be thrown open. One 
thousand two hundred people can be seated at 
a time around the tables in the café, There 
will be two rooms, each 48x110 feet, and six 
private dining rooms, 12x18 feet. 

It is the purpose of the projectors to cater 
to a high o trade, bothin service and in 
prices. The plans for the café have been com- 
pleted but lately, and work has not yet been 
commenced. The building, however, will be 
in readiness by the opening of the Fair. 

In an East India House, 

The concession known as the Dutch Settle- 
ment, which: was given five acres on the 

laisance for its exhibit from the Dutch East 

ndies, will construct a long low building, 
after the fashion of Dutch dweliing-houses in 
the Malay Islands, where light lunches will be 
served. It will be called the Java Restau- 
rant, and will seat about 300 people. 
building will be sixty-five feet wide and 120 
feet long, with a wide projecting roof, 
Oceanic Trading company, which has this 
concession, was not tempted to go into the 
restaurant business extensively, and its build- 
ing for that purpose will be more of an exhibit 
of East Indies architecture than a place where 
large numbers of visitors are expected to dine, 

The Polish café will have aseating capacity 
of 400, Its general character is denoted in its 
title, and it will be conducted as a club-house 
and dining place for that nationality. 

At the Turkish villuge the viands will be 
served à la Constantinople. Accommodations 
will be provided for 300 guests at a time. 


SCARED OUT BY SUNDAY CLOSING, 


The Project of a French Cafe Abandoned— 
No Austrian or Irish Village. 

It is quite likely that there will be no French 
café on the grounds. The concession for one 
was granted by the Ways and Means commit- 
tee, and the plans fora beautiful building 
were drawn up and submitted ‘to Mr. Burn- 
ham. The concessionaires did not sign the 
contract and put up the bonds, however, They 
first -made a careful survey of the restaurant 
facilities on the plaisance. That was not re- 
assuring. Still they would have gone forward 
but for Sunday closing. When Congress 


failed to change the Sunday-closing act the 


French capitalists who were to erect the café 
decided that the risk was too great to be 
undertaken for six days’ business a week. 
The concession has not been canceled as yet, 
but it might as well be. 

The French café would have been one of the 
artistic structures on the plaisance. It will 
be missed from an architectural standpoint. 
Sunday-closing killed it. 

The Austrian village, for which a concession 
was granted on the plaisance, probably will 
not materialize. The company was duly or- 
ganized, but the plans were so slow in coming 
from Vienna that the Chicago officers with- 
drew. The Irish village, from present indi- 
cations, will not be built. The concession- 
aires returned to London and nothmg has 
been heard from them fora long time, The 
Hawaiian Islands’ exhibit will lose its identity 
in the big Dutch settlement of the Oceanic 
Trading company. The material for it w 
secured, but the money which was to bring tt 
to Chicago was not forthcoming. The World’s 
Fair officials then gave the Oceanic Trading 
company permission to buy the exhibit and 
bring it here. 


LOW LUCK WILL BE HEAD COOK, 


He Is Coming from Hongkong to Preside 
Over the Chinese Restaurant. 
Dr. Gee Wo Chien of this city heads a 
stock company of wealthy Chinamen who are 
determined that the customs and institutions 
of their native land shall not be entirely ex- 
cluded from the great Celumbian Exposition. 
On Midway Plaisance they secured a desira- 
ble concession and are erecting there a Chi-

knows of no reason for the one purchase 
which would not apply with equal force to the 
other. And it may be asked what the people 
would think if the government should buy 
that quantity of wheat each month at the mar- 
ket price, then make it up into packages, 
three of which contain $2 worth of wheat, 
and issue certificates against those packages 
declaring each of them tobe worth a dollar 
and requiring it to be taken by the people as 
such. 


‘Viscount WoL unn, the truculent Unionist

Accorpie to the City-Hall reports “speci- 
fications for street cleaning for 1893 are being 
prepared by Supt. Burke and contracts will be 
let as soon as the department is assured of the 
money at its disposal. About six weeks ago 
Ald. Madden presented a proposition in the 
Council for the purchase of a street cleaning 
plant, so that the city might do its own sweep- 
ing and cleaning and do it well. The Mayor 
approved the proposition, He had himsetf 
interviewed in indorsement of it. All the 
leading Aldermen approved of it. What has 
become of the proposition? Has it been 
shelved in the Finance committee in favor of 
the street cleanmg contractors? Will not 
Ald. Madden or some other member of 
the Council resurrect the proposition and see 
what can be done with it? Is the city to be 
perpetually at the mercy of the street cleaning 
contractors? 


For the present there will be no trouble in 
Kansas. The Governor and the Speaker of 
the Populyt House have accepted the proposi- 
tion of the Republican House that the forces 


on both sides be disbanded and that an officer 


of each House be arrested on a charge of con- 
tempt, the cases to be brought before the Su- 
preme Court on habeas corpus and a judicial 
decision to be obtamed thus as to which is the 
legal body. This is w the Republicans 
have been trying to have done ever since the 
beginning of the year. They have been 
anxious at all times to have the matter de- 
cided by the highest judicial. body in the 
State. The Populists have refused persist- 
ently, probably because they were conscious 
of the weakness of their position. At last, 
finding that violence will not work, they have 
consented reluctantly to let the Supreme 
Court pass on the matter. It may be 
they will submit if ite decision is agai 
them. It is more likely that they will refuse 
to be bound by it, alleging that it is the find- 
mg of a Republican court. So it is not cer- 
tain that peace has come to Kansas to stay. 


CARING FOR THE PUBLIC FUNDS. 

Senator Higbee’s bill to regulate the man- 
ner of public deposits in the State Treasury is 
disappointing. It practically leaves matters 
where they stand now. The present presump- 
tion of the law is that the State funds are not 
to be loaned out but kept in the vaults of the 
State Treasury. The purpose of Mr. Higbee's 
bill is to give this presumption effect. But 
is it advisable that this should be done? 
Is it wise to withdraw $8,000,000 to 
$6,000,000 from circulation ‘in Illinois with- 
out good reason? Contrary to the law the 


State funds are now loaned out and thus put 


into eirculation. There has been no loss on 
account of this practice. The Treasurers 
have gained. The idea for the agitation for a 
change is that the people and not the Treas- 
urers should be the gainers. Senator Hig- 
— bill, if it becomes law, would prevent 
that. 
But would it prevent the Treasurers from 
loaning out the public funds? The bill pro- 
vides for a quarter:y examination of the de- 
posits. The Treasurers could loan out the 
money and yet be in a position to satisfy the 
examiners. The bill actually gives the 
custodians ten days to make good any deficit 
that might be discovered, This seems a 
rather laine conclusion. 

The Corporation Counsel of Chicago has 
prepared a bill bearing on this subject which 
is far preferable to Mr. Higbee’s. It pro- 
vides for the loaning out of the surplus funds 
under proper safeguards, and that the people 
shall have the benefit of the loan. The bill 
applies not only to State, but also to County 
and to City Treasurers and to other custodians 
of public funds. It seems to have been care 


tall Grafted and it certainly deserves the 


serious attention of the General Assembly as 
a substitute for the Higbee bill. It is in line 
with the recommendation of Gov. Altgeld in 
his inaugural message. Recognizing the 
futility of trying to remedy the past the 
authors of the bill have made it apply to fut- 
ure custodians of public funds. 

It is of especial interest to. the people of 
Chicago, who suffer more from the loose 
methods of the custodians of local funds—the 
City and County Treasurers—than the people 
of the State suffer through the methods of the 
State Treasurers. It offers the most effective 
and comprehensive remedy yet suggested, and 
Senator Higbee, whois an able and honest 
man, will be one of the first to recognize the 


fact and to acknowledge the superiority of 


the bill over his own.

been made to arrest or punish any one con- 
nected with this disgraceful business.

THE. RULE IN SHELLEY’S CASE. 

In his recent address to the State Bar Asso- 
ciation, of which he is the President, Judge 
Trumbull said: 

We find the Supreme Court of [Illinois to the 
present time enforcing a rule of construction that 
has contributed more than all other causes com- 
bined to defeat the wishes and purposes of per- 
sons who have attempted to dispose of their es- 
tates by will, a rule coming down from the dark 
ages and prom by some Judge in the case 
of one Shelley, aring that the word heirs in a 
will or deed was, in certain cases, a word of lim- 
itation, and not of purchase, whatever that 
means. Where and for what purpose this rule 
was promulgated. nobody exactly knows, and its 
meaning nobody except one learned in black let- 
ter law understands, and it is doubtful if he does. 
To the common mind the rule is nonsense, 


Supposing an Illinois farmer, having his 
doubts as to the business ability of his sou, or 
fearing that he might turn out a spendthrift 
and squander the paternal acres, were to say, 
in disposing of his property by will or deed, 
I give my farm to my son for his life only, 
and upon his death it shall go to his heirs.” 
Such instruments have been written by IIIi- 
nois laymen and also by Illinois lawyers. 

If any person of ordinary intelligence were 
asked what the man who made such a will or 
deed meant, he would answer promptly that 
his iatention was that his son should neither 
sell nor mortgage the farm, that it should 
furnish him the means of support during his 
life, and when he died should go intact to his 
heirs—be divided among what children the 
son might have when he died. 

The Supreme Court of Illinois, being en- 
dowed with wisdom passing that of the ordi. 


nary man, would say that the necessary effect 


of the language used by the farmer was to 


give the farm to the son to do with it what- 


ever he pleased, not merely to cultivate it 
during his life, but to sell it and do what he 
chose .with the money. While the farmer 
clearly meant that it should not be in the 
power of his son to deprive his heirs of the 
land the Supreme Court would say that he did 
have power to deprive them of it uf he saw fit. 
But if the farmer who wrote his own will of 
deed, or the lawyer who wrote it for him, had 
said, “I give my land to my son for life and 
on his dtath to his children,“ the Supreme 
Court would say that the son took only an es- 
tate for life and could not sell the property, 
which must go to his children. 

It may be asked why the manifest intent of 
tue testator or grantor should be carried out 
when he said children and not carried out 
when he said “heirs.”” The only reason is 
that the Rule in Shelley’s Case applies in one 
instance, even though the testator may say 
explicitly that he does not mean it shall ap- 
ply, and does not in the other. It may asked 
if the rule of interpretation of a will is not to 


find but the intention of the maker from the 


whole body of the instrument. Certainly it 
is. Then it may be asked further, why should 
the manifest intention of the testator be dis- 
regarded in an instance like the one given 
above, where be has willed land to his son for 
life and on his death to his heirs. Because 
the Rule in Shelley’s Case is first to find the 
intention of the testator, which is to give his 
farm to his son for life, and then to reject the 
intention because he has used the word 
“heirs ’’ instead of some other word. As an 
excuse for this deliberate refusal to allow the 
testator or grantor to have his own way the 
court says the Rule in Shelley's Case is not one 
of construction but of real property law. 

Is this excuse a meritorious one? Is there 
any reason why the instrument should not be 
construed as the maker meant it to be, merely 
because he used the word “heirs ’’? In in- 
numerable instances the Supreme Court has 
enforced this rule, the reason for the adoption 
of which no man knoweth, and has thereby, 
in defiance of the wishes of testators and 
grantors, given property to those to whom 
they did not mean it to go, and taken it from 
those they meant should have it. While on 
the bench Judge Scott did the best he could to 
relax the severity of this rule. The present 
court seems determined to maintain it. 

Why should not the Legiglature do what has 
been done in most other Sfates- and do away 
with the Rule in Shelley’s Case, which not 
one lawyer out of any five hundred licensed 
by the Supreme Court can make othets un- 
derstand, or even understands himself? This 
would be a modest little reform, but it would 
be a first step toward purging Illinois juris- 
prudence of those medieval absurdities which 
deform it. Is not there some lawyer in the 
General Assembly, who will draft a bill the 
effect of which will be to perniita man to 
dispose of his estate as he sees fit, even though 
he or his lawyer happens to use the word 
“heirs ? Or will the members of the pro- 
fession lift up their hands in horror and de- 
nounce this proposition as an attempt to 
knock out one of the foundation stones of the 
venerable fabric of that perfection of human 
reason known as the common law? 


SATANIC VIEWS OF MORALITY. 

There are some easy-going people in Chicago 
who, while not themselves vicious, look with 
indifference upon the efforts of reformers to 
purge the conmunity of its worst features. 
Their attitude was recently voiced by a Sacra- 
mento paper in connection with a proposal to 
restrict gambling at the State Fair. It said: 
People will gamble anyhow. It is inherent 
in their natures. What folly to try to sup- 
press gambling by law. License it and let it 
goon.” The same kind of talk is indulged in 
by some people in regard to, the social evil, 
and might just as well and reasonably be ap- 
plied to burglary, confidence games, and 
murder. For each of these it may be urged 
that not a few members of alarge community 
are so unconscientious that they would be 
guilty of the crime if not deterred by fear of 
punishment, and that it is cruel to put them 
in jail for indulging a natural propensity. 

This is precisely the kind of reasoning ”’ 
that would be employed by a personal devil, 
ifsuch a being existed, which some people 
deny. He would encourage the letting of 
these vices alone and then tempt the better 
dieposed to sin by suggesting that there was 
no good, no happiness, no credit, in being 
more moral than the rest. Ho would apply 
this line of argument to favor the practice of 
bribery and boodleism, of breach of trust, and 
highway robbery, as well as to drinking, 
gambling, and other personal vices. He 
“You have 
no right to interfere with the enjoyment of 
others. Let them alone.” And when the in- 
diviiual had eme partly reconciled to this 
he would suggest: There is no such thing 
as virtue in the world. Why assume it? En- 
joy yourself as otners do.“

The imperative obligation to keep vice in 
the background as much as possible where it 
cannot be eradicated, and the grave danger 
of apologizing for its existence as an al- 
leged necessity, cannot be too strongly in- 
sisted on in anticipation of the World’s Fair 
in this city. For that event will be the signal 
and occasion for a rush of bad elements 
hither, and tor the holding out of temptation 
to thousands who would have been exposed to 
it ligutly at home, if at all. Our municipal 
government will be morally responsible for 
all the crime and vice the commission of 
which could be prevented by close watchful- 
ness and strict integrity of purpose, just as a 
railroad company is responsible for all deaths 
occurring on its lines as a result of lessness 
on the part of itsemployés. A fearful responsi- 
bility would be incurred by any one who 
should gain office by means of an explicit or 
implied. pledge to deal leniently ’’ with the 
gamblers and the social outcasts during next 
summer, and to wink at the gathering of bad 
characters in drinking places at unseemly 
hours. It would beaterrible thing to con- 
cede so much to the wicked elements of hu- 
manity, and a great injustice to the decently 
disposei, who after all that may be said do 
constitute the great majority of the people. 
In the interest of chat majority, which fur- 
nishes most of the pecuniary support to a 
good government, while the other only con- 
tributes corrupting boodle to already corrupt 
individuals, the evil minority ought to be 
steraly held in check, if there be no higher 
motive for the action. This year is the very 
worst time that could be chosen for official 
recognition of bad characters in Chicago. 


MR. HESING’S ATTITUDE ON THE GER- 
MAN FAD. 

When Washington Hesing was a member of 
the Chicago School Board in 1873 he and 
John C. Richberg, the other leading member 
of the board, united in a report favoring the 
teaching of German in the grammar grades 
only. The language of the report was as fol- 
lows: “ We would therefore recommend that 
the study of German embrace four years in 
the grammar schools from the fourth grade 
upwards.”” Messrs, Hesing and Richberg 
united in deprecating the teachiag of Ger- 
man in the sixth and seventh (the highest 
primary) grades, saying: Experience has 
shown that the time spent in these grades can 
be far more pfofitably employed with the 
scholars in the other grades. 

In an interview with the Evening Post, 
which has reproduced the report from which 
the above extracts gre taken, Mr. Hesing says 
that he stands by the report of 1873. He thinks 
it is sound and applies to the circumstances of 
the present day. 

Are we to infer that Mr. Hesing, if elected

The charters granted to the companies say 
that they shall charge not to exceed 5 cents. 
Grants of this kind are to be strictly con- 
strued.. These words do not mean that the 
companies shali have a perpetual right to 
charge 5 cents, but merely that they must not 
exceed that figure. The Legislature did not 
surrender the power to fix alower maximum 
rate provided always that it was a reasonabie 
one. Thatis the only question tobe deter- 
mined with street railroads as with steam 
ones, or as with gas companies. The right of 
States. to regulate reasonably the rates of 
steam railways, even where the charters grant- 
ed them contain no such reservation, has been 
sustained by the Supreme Court of the United 
States. It is surprising that Mr. Harrison 
should have any doubts on this point. Judg- 
ing from his attitude regarding the lowering 
of street car fares he probably doubts also the 
authority of the Legislature to reduce tele- 
phone toils to a moderate figure. Such legis- 
lation is lawful, however, and the people 
want it,

‘Tar Senate Gémmities on Elections has. 
voted in favor of a bill changing the hour of 
closing the polls from 5 to 7 o’e'ock in towns 
of less than 200,000. people. The Legislature 
should not entertain such a proposition for an 
instant. To pass this bill would be to return 
to an old and bad system. The polls should 
be open nowhere after 5 o’clock, so tMat there 
may be no voting in the dark or by artificial 
light. During that time the mass of the 
fraudulent voting used to take place. When 
the polls were kept open till 7 the work of 
counting the votes was thrown two hours later 
into the night, and had to be done by judges 
and clerks who were more tired and more liable 
to make mistakes than they would have been 
had the polls closed at 5. When no votes are 
taken after that hour the judges get through 
their work in decent season, so that the result 
can be given in the papers of the day after 
election, 

There is no voting precinct in the State 
which is so large territorially that the voters 
cannot reach the polls with perfect ease and 
mark their ballots by ö o’clock. If it be said 
that the Australian ballot takes up more of a 
man’s time, the answer is that the Senate 
Committee on Elections also has reported 
favorably on a bill providing. for one booth 
for every fifty instead of 100 voters. With the 
number of boéths doubled there will be more 
than enough time for all.

SMART SHOES FOR LITTLE FEET. 


What London Shoemakers Are Doing for 
the Women Who Patronize Them. 

There is no article of apparel nearer the 
heart of the woman who likes to be well 
dressed than a shoe. Like all other mundane 
things shoes are governed by the vagaries of 
fashion. The straight toe-cap is the smartest 
style for day wear, and the prettiest bcots are 
in pater t leather with glacé kid tops. 

Taste in evening shoes is less whimsical than 
a season or two ago, when gold and silver kid. 
tinsel, gorgeous Drocades, and antique paste 
ornaments were the fashion. Satin and giacé 
are the materials principally used, the orna- 
ments usually consisting of neat bows or 
small steel ornaments. A pretty shoe, open

An effective evening shoe, which scintillates 
as it catches the light, is of giacé kid, studded 
all over with tiny cut steel points and adorned 
with a horseshoe-shaped steel buckle.

Fans play a much larger part in the social 
life, customs, and artistic development of the 
people of Japan than they have ever done, or 
are likely to do, in Europe or America. Here 
the fan is the adornment, the toy, the acces- 
sory of the toilet of a lady, and its use—if fans 
can be sail to have a use—is confined to the 
fair sex. In Japan, where so many 
things are said to be topsy-turvy ac- 
cording to our Western ideas, where the 
horse is stabled with his tail to the manager, 
and tethered by his head to the stall posts; 
where the carpenter saws with his left hand; 
where he draws the plane to him instead of 
pushing it from him: where you lock the cup- 
board by turning the key frum left to right, 
and unlock it by the opposite movement; 
where books open at what Europeans consider 
the last page, and writing is in vertical col- 
umns, the fan is much more the special ap- 
panage of the male sex than of women, al- 
though the women’s fans of Japan are also 
numerous in their varieties and diverse in 
their uses. 

Nothing is known about the history of 
Japanese fans before the sixth century of our 
era, when the Japanese emerged from their 
insular shell and came in contact with Chi- 
nese civilization in the Corea. It is flatter- 
ing to women to find that everything 
Japanese is ascribed at about this date to 
a woman, the conquering Empress of Japan 
who bears the familiar name of Jingo, or as it 
is sometimes more properly written, Jmgu. 
This warlike heroine, who preceded Queen 
Elizabeth by nearly 1,000 years, had her own 
experiences of a Corean Armada, which was 
shattered and destroyed by a well-timed storm. 
With the help of a dragon who emerged from 
the sea and presented her with an ail-conquer- 
ing sword, which is still a precious relic 
in the temple treasury of Japan, 
and a crystal ball, which enabled 
her, like Britannia, to rule the waves, she con- 
quered the Corea, defeated the Chinese, and 
annexed for the use of Japan many of their 
arts, their most detestable language, which 
has an alphabet of 10,000signs. Among other 
things she learnt also the art of making 
feather fans on the Chinese model. Her 
feather fan still survives, in picture at least. 
It is of a stiff semicircular form, with vertical 
plumes and a long flat handle, much on tne 
familiar pattern of the hand-screen of today. 

Once introdu the fashion of fans be- 
came universal in Japan, both for men and 
women. They are adapted to a variety of 
uses, characteristic of the practical genius of 
the people, and are regulated by a strict 
etiquette, The fan became universal because it 
was made the instrument of the warrior, the 
baton of the 8 insignia of priests, 
the mark of ran of noble, and 
the useful ‘accessory of the courtesies 
of daily life, both for men and women. As 
it was constantly in the hands of the Emperor 
and Empress, of people of gentle birth and 
serious occupation as well as of actors. sing- 
ers, and musicians of renown, the great art- 
ists of every epoch did not Aisdain to lend 
their aid in decorating the fan and inventing 
designs for it. In many collections are fans, 
fan faces, and fan designs by Korin, Hokusai, 
Zeshin, ahd others of great fame. 

Fans for All Sorts of Men, 

The warrior’s fan was of iron, either made 
screen-shaped in one piece, or with foiding 
iron ribs. A strict tradition, which lasted 
through many centuries, reguiated the shape 
and the decoration. The General’s fan, con- 
structea of an oval piece of iron carefully 
forged on a charcoal fire, so as to be 
very dense and strong enough 
to parry a sword ou was always 
decorated on the One side the sun and 
moon, and on the other with the conventional 
representation of the seven inlaid in 
silver and gold. There is a ebrated story 
of a blood feud between two militery chiefs, 
ha ving the names of Kenshin and Shengin, ob- 
viously an anagrammatic inversion of the same 
name.

In the troublous old times 
of the Japanese wars the tgaveling masters of 
arins used to go fro vince to province 
studying and teachi I tricks of hand- 
to-hand warfare; they prided themselves on 
being able to ward off any attack from hostile 
swordsmen of the highway by the dexterous 
use of the war fan or tessen, which they car- 
ried suspended from the wrist by stout red 


silken cords. They never drew the sword ex-. 


cept upon a worthy enemy. The fans carried 
by gentlemen, and especially those used by 
serious personages, were mounted on delicate 
ribs of a fine and hard cedar or piue wood, the 
fan faces béing of white or ivory-colored stout 
paper, made from a vegetable fiber, and 
painted in sepia by celebrated artists. 

The fan peculiar to the Empress, and that 
which only she might carry, was a light but 
many ribbed fan larger than other ladies car- 
ried, decorated usually with flowers or with 
the heraldic embiems of the imperial house, 
and bearing, attached to outermost, ribs on 
either side, silken cords knotted into seven 
knots, ingeniously arranged to suggest the 
shape of the flower painted on the fan face. 
The fan proper to be used by Princesses and 
noble ladies on ceremonial occasions was of 
small size, and delicately cut out of undeco- 
rated yellow wood of hard grain, and very 
light in the hand. It was sometimes paiated 
with flowers in their proper colors, and some- 
times, as in the modern fashion in Europe, a 
decoration of a natural flower arrangement 
fur the occasion was affixed to it. fan 
carried by ladies for full dress occasions at 
home or visiting was often made of wooden 
ribs, covered with a delicate coating of lac. 
and the fan faces of paper were of a color to 
match the costume, which, except for very 
young — ur on state occasions, was gener- 
ally of sober hue—delicate gray, lilac, or 
neutral blues—in a somewhat Quaker-like 
taste, which Japanese women affect to this 
day for their ordinary costumes, whether at 
home or abroad. 77 


Had Only Serious Meanings. 


„ Flirting the fan“ is a phrase which would 
have no meaning, however periphrastically 
translated, to suit the comprehension of the 
naive Japanese lady. It Was not an ipstrv- 
ment of coquetry; there was no flashing of 
fans, no arch motions of attraction or repul- 
sion; it was not used to veil the features or 
suddenly to disclose their unveiled beauty, 
but it had, neyertheless, a more serious lan- 
guage of its own, and defined uses. When the 
gentleman paid his visit he carried always a 
small plain fan in his gird'e sash, which he 
closed, and his first salutation was made 
by laying his fan in front of 
him and making a low bow. 
When the country cousin came to see 
the town grandee bearing a present in his 
hand he offered his little souvenir on the 
half-opened fan, for in Ja it is considered 
rude to offer anything the naked hand. 
It was a frequent compliment to ask a 
cultured lady—and the women of Japan have, 
for at least the last twelve centuries, been 
celebrated as novelists and poets—to inscribe 
upon a fan verses of her own composition. 

It would, of course, be form among 
this very polite people to cough or to sneeze 
in the eyes of the public, and etiquette re- 
quired that on such occasions the face should 
be shielded by the fan, Fans were much 
used for decorative purposes, hung 
against the vertical wall beams. The 
priests and also the ceremonial dancers 
carried fans of a > pee shade which no one 
else would think of using. Such fans were so 
constructed that when the mbs of the lower 
part of the fan were closed the fan face was 
still slightly opened, or even if closed were of 
asemicircular form, 80 us to give the idea of 
being partly opened, On cerembnial occa- 
sions they were carried upright in the hand, 
and were supposed to add dignity te the bear- 
ing. There is another category of fans, those 
carried by the Geishas and dramatie dancers, 
who play so large a part in Japan in public 
and private entertainment. These were gen- 
erally painted on a brilliant background of 
red, gold, and silver, with flower leaf dec- 
orations of large design, sa that they could be 
admired from a distante. © <a 

This fascinating chapter in Japanese social
